Honorary Scholarship 


The University of Illinois at Champaign 


offers one free scholarship for each 
county, to that student who obtains the 
highest average, not less than 80 and 
having no mark less than 45, in a public 
examination to be held by the County 
Superintendent on the first Friday and 
Saturday in June, 1890, at such place 
within the county as he shall direct The 
persons who desire to enter the examina- 
tion must be residents of the county, and 
must not be less than 15 years of age 
Each contestant may choose one of the 
following lists of studies as that npon 
which he will be examined, viz. 


1. To enter upon a technical course in 


the University Algebra, including quad- 
ratio equations, geometrry, plane and 
solid, natural philosophy, physiology, 
botany, English composition 


2 To enler upon a literary course in 


the University Algebra and geometry as 
in the first list, natural philosophy or 
physiology, four books of Caesar's coin- 
nentanes, the orations of Cicero against 
3atalme, and those for the poet Arehias 
and the Manilian Law, and the first six 
books of Virgil's ^Bneid. 


The county superintendent must cer 


tifythat the contestant is fairly profi- 
cient in the common English branches. 


The scholarship, if secured, will be 


good for a four years' course in the Uni- 
veraty.and in that time will relieve from 
the payment of fees to the amount of 
ninety dollars. If pupils from accredited 
schools, who might otherwise be admitted 
to the University without examination 
wish to sernre the scholarship, they must 
attend this examination. Other students 
who wish for examination near their own 
homes may attend, and, if successful, will 
be admitted to the University even if not 
securing the scholarship. It is not obli- 
gatory UDon Captain Evans to hold the 
examination but he may do so 
Further 


particulars may be secured by addressing 
Regent Peabody at Champaign.

CLAYTON, Mo.. May 18.—An awful ac-

ulate a plan and report All members of 
the committee except Kev. Dyson met m 
Decatnr yesterday afternoon at the resi- 
dence of Rev Sheen.

had a long conference on the subject and 
finally male up its report, which will be 
submitted to the conference which will 
be held at Springfield in August.

A Dastardly Assault

They were unable 


to locate the viUian as he had had a good 
start and of course was in hiding at some 
point in the city 


This forenoon Marshal Mason visited 


Mrs Charnock at her home and procured 
as full a description of the negro as she 
could give. In her description of the 
assailant Mrs. Charnock says the negro 
was 25 to 30 years old, 5 feet 8 or 9 inches 
high, rather heavy-set, large, square 
shoulders, smooth face, may have had a 
little moetache, very little if any. His 
body was rather slim He was well 
dressed, had on a dark, stiff hat, dark 
sack coat, rather long, might have had a 
light overcoat, dark pants and vest. Hair 
cat short. He wore a white collar, prob- 
ably a standing collar. Don't think he 
wore a neck tie He was a light mulatto, 
features rather ifiner than those of most 
colored people. He wore kid mittens 
and stood erect. He walked nicely. 


Mrs. Charnock had a basket on her 


arm and it contained a bonnet that had 
been presented to her This the negro 
took away with him. It was found on 
Union street, the bonnet lying in the 
street some distance from the basket

COLLEGE MAfTS STRANGE CAREER.

John B. Dufljn.-wbo died at the Plus 


hospital, and wboae body was cremated 
at the Missouri Crematory, was well 
known at BelleriHe, and seems from his 
own statements while there to have had 
a very eventful life, 


Doifin, whose real name was Hamlet 


Shakespeare Felton, waa released from 
the penitentiary at Chudter, Ills., Feb. 23, 
1890, upon a pardon lusued by Governor 
Fifcr, having been sentenced to that in 
stitution by the circuit court of St Clair 
county, April 6, 1883, for twelve years 
for forgery. Duffin made Ins appearance 
at Summerfield, a little twu in the 
northeastern part of St Clair county, in 
the fall of 1879, ami secured work as a 
farm laborer 


Ilia intelligence an J gentlemanly bear- 


ing soon gained him many friends in 
that locality, and it was not long till he 
began transuding legal business, making 
loans, rtr , for a number of the wealth} 
and prominent farmers at Lebanon town 
uhip 
On April 1, 1880, he secured a 


blank nt>te at the First National bank of 
Belleville, with whose officers he had be- 
come acquainted through acting as agent 
for the Summerfleld farmer^ and on 
April 12, 1880, he returned the note, 
signed by Mr Jacob Schmitt as principal 
anJ Messrs William R Padfield and 
Julius Winkler as securities, and got 
$1,000 on the note, which n as dra» n for 
$4,106 TO, payable in four months 


The bank officials did not suspect any 


tiling wroii,; in the matter until two 
weeks had passed, and then, upon com- 
municating with 
the parties whose 


names were on the note, they learned 
that the signatures were forgeries 
In 


the meantime Duffin had fled, and, 
though a large reward was offered for 
his capture, he nas not apprehended till 
June, 1882, when he was accidentally 
met with in Decatur, Ills , by Mr E A 
Winkler, of Summerfield, Ills , a eon of 
Julius Winkler, one of the sureties on the 
note 
He waa at once arrested and 


brought to Belleville, where he was ti led 
April 8, 18811, and sentenced, as stated, 
to twelve years in the penitentiary at 
Chester, Ills. 


Duffin made a pathetic address to the 


jury that convicted him, m which he 
said he was an orphan and was born un 
der tbe English flag in Spanish waters, 
and had been adopted by one Randolph 
Duffln, who had him baptized into the 
Catholic Church as John Randolph Duf- 
fln, although his real name, he claims,^ as 
Hamlet Shakespeare Felton 
He com 


pleted his collegiate education at Eton 
college, England, studied law at 
Har- 


vard university, and completed his Uw 
studies a» Mary's Inn, Oxford, England 
He also claimed to have visited South 
America, China and other foreign lands, 
and to have been a member of Walker's 
filibustering expedition to Nicaragua 


While in Jail at Belleville, and also 


while in the penitentiary, he wiote many 
poetic effusions to friends here and for 
the press 
That he was talented there 


was no doubt among those who came m 
contact with him, and he protested 
against his conviction for forgery and 
claimed that he obtained the signatures 
of the parties to the note by fraud 
Gov- 


ernor Fifer granted him pardon after he 
had spent nearly seven years of his 
twelve year term, when it became evi 
dent that consumption, witn which dm 
ease he had been suffering 
foi some 


months, would soon end his days — St
